PENN-OHIO  HISTORY 


(Edited  By  Ray  Byrne ) 

NOTE:  These  excerpts  are  from  Club  organizational  news  as 
published  in  the  Numismatist,  August,  1939,  page  665,  July 
issue  under  Stark  Coin  Club  News,  page  581  and  again  under 
Akron  Coin  Club  News  in  the  Numismatist  of  November,  1939 
page  948,  and  under  a 'news  item’  in  the  ANA  organ,  August, 
1939,  page  642. 

"The  first  annual  meeting  and  outing  of  coin  clubs  in 
the  northeastern  Ohio  and  Western  Pennsylvania  district 
was  held  at  Geauga  Lake  Park  on  Sunday  afternoon, 

July  9,  1939  under  the  auspices  of  the  Youngstown 
Numismatic  Club  and  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Sam  J.  Kabealo.  " 

At  the  above  meeting  and  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Kabealo,  who 
was  the  originator  of  the  idea  of  a Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Coin 
Club  grouping  into  an  active  association  of  clubs  of  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  and  Eastern  Ohio  districts,  and  who  had  visited 
clubs  in  the  vicinity  of  Pittsburgh,  Newcastle,  Canton,  Akron, 
Youngstown  and  Cleveland  for  this  purpose,  it  was  decided  and 
unanimously  approved  that  such  an  organization  of  coin  clubs  be 
formed.  Mr.  J.  I.  Zimmer  (now  of  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico) 
presided  over  this  first  outing.  Mr.  Kabealo  nominated 
Dr.  Y.  A.  Sargis  of  Cleveland  for  President  of  the  organization 
to  be  known  as  the  Penn-Ohio  group.  The  original  clubs  repre- 
sented were  - Newcastle,  Akron,  Youngstown,  W.R.N.C.  of 
Cleveland,  Canton,  Warren,  Pittsburgh  and  the  Western  Penn- 
sylvania Numismatic  Society. 

The  registration  for  the  above  meeting  was  182  members.  In 
the  following  year  (1940),  Mr.  Kabealo  was  elected  President  of 
the  Penn-Ohio  Coin  Clubs.  In  the  subsequent  meetings  of  the  club, 
it  was  firmly  established  that  without  the  untiring  efforts  of 
Mr.  Kabealo,  no  such  organization  would  have  been  effected  at 
this  time.  He  was  named  originator  and  founder  of  the  organiza- 
tion that  now  has  grown  into  one  of  the  foremost  numismatic

organizations  in  the  country  with  such  activities  as  a Spring  Show, 
Summer  Outing  aid  Picnic  and  Fall  Convention.  These  annual 
events  have  been  held  in  such  towns  covered  by  the  organizational 
setup  as  Akron,  Warren,  Dayton,  Columbus,  Canton,  Cleveland, 
Youngstown,  all  of  Ohio  and  Sharon  and  Pittsburgh  in  western 
Pennsylvania. 

Past  presidents  of  the  Penn-Ohio  have  been  (in  order  of  their 
tenureship),  Dr.  Y.  A.  Sargis,  Cleveland;  Sam  J.  Kabealo, 
Pasadena,  Calif. ; Robert  W.  Miller  of  Pittsburgh;  Charles  T. 
Bolus,  Canton;  A.  J.  Croshier,  Cleveland;  A.  F.  Smith, 
Youngstown,  Ohio;  Leo  M.  Thomas,  Ashland,  Ohio;  R.  R. 
Bennighof,  Ashland,  Ohio;  C.  D„  Clark,  Akron,  Ohio  (deceased); 
Michael  Kolman,  Jr. , Cleveland;  and  currently,  Homer  Swanson, 
Sharon,  Pa. 

The  war  interrupted  regular  meetings  about  1941,  then  Mr.  A.J. 
Croshier  of  Cleveland  revived  the  group  in  1951.  Since  that  time 
much  credit  must  be  given  Mr.  Croshier,  Mr.  Michael  Kolman 
and  Homer  Swanson  for  the  continued  rise  and  success  of  the 
Penn-Ohio  Coin  Clubs.  A great  deal  of  assistance  has  been  given 
the  club  by  Mr.  Sol  Kaplan,  executive  Vice  President  of  the 
Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  and  Mr.  James  Kelly  of 
World  Numismatiques,  Inc.,  Dayton,  with  their  support  of  all 
the  activities  of  the  organization  and  for  the  annual  donation  of 
the  Best  of  Show  award  (The  B„  Max  Mehl  Trophy)  by  the  P.N.G„
